The ojiening session, largely devo- 
tional, was led by J. M. Burwick. 
During the afternoon of yesterday 
L. D. Wishard, foreign secretary of

The custom is an ancient 
one, as histoiy i)roves, the following 
being its origi^i: 


In 1652 the inagistrates of Ply- 
mouth, desiring to show loyalty to 
England on the close of the war in 
England by the battle of Somerset, 
placed themselves on record thus : 


"The court desired that a public 
day of thanksgiving throughout the 
colonies might be observed therein, 
to give tluinks for the great victories 
granted to the a r m y in the behalf of 
the parliament and 
the 
common- 
wealth of England.'' 


In the Plymouth colony Thanks- 
giving days were appointed for 1651, 
1668 and 1680, and the Miissachusetts 
Bay colonies in 
16:8:3, 1634, 1637, 
1638 and 1619. 
In New York the 
Dutch 
governors 
i)roclainied 
Thanksgiving 
days in 1544, 1615, 
1655 and 1664, and; the English gov- 
ernors followed this precedent in 
1750 and 1775. 


There is a pretty legend, imsup- 
ported by historical fact, but probii- 
bly trtiq nevertheles.s, to the effect 
that in 
1661,. one year aft«r the 
landing of the Pilgrims who came in 
the Mayflower to the then unex- 
plored land 
of America, the first 
governor of Plymouth colony, Wil- 
liam Bradford, issued a proclamation 
to set aside a certain day in >Novem- 
Ijer to offer public thanks for 
the 
mercies received and for, the first 
abmidiint li^rvest.

told in poetry.

Men who express themselves of 
the opinion that in the event 
of 
trouble between the United States 
and Spain over Cuba, that England 
would join with the old Spanish 
monarchy in hostilities against this 
government, do not _ credit English 
statesmen with much penetration or 
astuteness.

England might,

England protects her own citizens 
in person and ijropertj^, 
wherever 
located, 
and that 
is 
right. 
The 
United States also recognizes

principle and yields to no 
govern- 
ment on eai-th in its execution. 
The 
United States are also just. 
They 
are not a robber nation in their 
combined 
strength. 
Therefore, 
bonds issued by Spain 
resting 
for 
tlicir coiiiiiicrciul value on revenues 
from Cuba, 
and sold 
while tlu^ 
island was in her possession, and so 
recognized by nations, 
would 
bo 
properly cared for. 


With 
such 
adjustment 
would 
ccase all English interference. 
Brit- 
ish statesmen 
have read history ; 
they are familiar with the rise and 
fall of nations. 
Tliey realize 
that 
Spain, whatever she may have hecii, 
is ^today rapidly declining.

They see the globe divided, witli 
one-half acknowledging the suprem- 
acy of the great republic.

Recognizing in the financial issiie 
on which the recent national ciim- 
l)aign and election has turned, a 
fundamental 
question 
on 
which 
hang, in jeopardy, many of the car- 
dinal principles of a time, demo- 
cratic form of government, we, ad- 
vocating the simple ciiuse of justice 
and humanity, and ever jealous of 
our constitutional rights as Ameri- 
can citizens, 
protest against 
the 
peri)etuation of the single gold stand- 
ard basis for our system of national 
finance, as a menace against all pos- 
sible, equal opportimity in the se- 
curing and enjoying of the blessings 
which have been vouchsafed to us 
in our national constitution.

PAINTING ON 
GLASS. 


How to Imitate Fletra Dora and Mosaic 
In a Simple Manner. 


The materials required I are ordinary 
oil colors, mirrorine medium, some art- 
ists' enamels, .sable brushes and a good 
black for grounding. 
Japanese black 
lacquer covers better than most of them, 
and a tube of ecailline brown black is 
needed for outlining. 


The glass must be thoroughly cleaned 
with soap and hot water and free from 
smears. Place the glass face downward 
over the design to be copied and put in 
the outlines with ecailline brown and 
mirrorine medium. A fine sable brush 
is used, and the lines must be solid and 
very equal in tbickuess. They will take 
some time to dry—perhaps two days. 
They must bo dry and hard before the 
next painting is started; otherwise their 
sharpness and decision will be entirely 
marred iand cannot be restored without 
great troublé. 


The tone for coloring must be chosen 
from among those that are found in 
stone and marble, of which there is an 
infinite variety. 
Gray, red, yellow, 
green and blue abound and can be 
blended in every conceivable manner. 
In arranging the scheme of color to be 
carried out, it will be found that a com- 
bination of three or four tints well ar- 
ranged and balanced will prove easier 
to manage and more satisfactory in re- 
sult than a kaleidoscopic arrangement 
of a number of colors, which is apt to 
impart a bewildering effect to the de- 
sign. 
Each different tint of the oil col- 
ors must be mixed up ready for use in 
sufficient quantity to cover all the parts 
required. 
It does not answer to mix 
with the brush as the work progresses. 
The color would be certain to vary and 
look like paint, not stone. 


Mix mirrorine with the color and 
cover solidly, taking care-to keep with- 
in the outlines. The enamel can be used 
instead of oil color, and thinned with 
mirrorine answers very well. 
If the 
tints are not exactly what is required, 
they can be modified with oil colors. 


The whole of the design being filled 
in with the various tints selected, the 
grou7Jd has to be well covered with the 
black varnish. Fill up all tliin places, 
as the varnish dries very quickly. 
It 
can be retouched again and again with- 
out much delay. .

.-I Dcviee That Has Saved £|;undreds of 
Lives and Mucli Property. 


If you ever walk around the wa- 
ter front of a large commercial oity 
and look closely at the big ocean 
steamships and sailing-ships moored 
along the wharfs, you will notice 
that many of them have a white 
circle and a lot of white lines mark- 
e(i on their side.s, close to the water, 
almost as if some bad boj'- had been 
chalking a picture there of a griddle 
cake and a gridiron, hut when you 
find that hundreds of ships are mark- 
ed just the same way, those painted 
light colors having the marks in 
black, you know that those marks 
really mean something of impor- 
tance in connection with the ships 
on which you see thom. 
If you 
should notico more closely, you 
would soon discover that all the 
ships belonging to Great Britain, 
even 
the 
1 gnificont 
passenger 
steamers, like tJie Lucania and Ton- 
tonic, were marked with those queer 
signs, and that ships of no other na- 
tion had them. If you were to ask 
some sailor what the mark meant, 
he would tell you briefiy that it is 
the Plimsoll mark, and you would 
be no wiser than before—in fact, ho 
probably would not know much 
more than that bare fact himself. 


That ugly mark, however, is the 
safeguard to hundreds of vessels on 
the stormy ocean and to thousands 
of lives and to millions of dollars' 
worth of freight. It has only boen 
in use about 20 years, only properly 
used for the last 10 years, and is 
still adopted by only one great sea- 
faring nation in all the world. 


Tvi'enty-fivo years ago it was no 
uncommon thing for ships to go out 
to sea laden with valuable cargo and 
hopeful human beings never to be 
seen or hoard of again. People on 
shore, even the owners cf, the car- 
goes and relatives of the passengers, 
would take it as something they 
must bo proparetl to expect on ac- 
count of the dangers of the ocean. 
Finally one man determined to make 
a study of the subject and see if 
such terrible tragedies were really 
unavoidable. He Was an inflexible 
Englishman named Plimsoll, and a 
member of parliament. He spent 
daj''after day along the docks watch- 
ing ships loading ard unloading, 
coming in and going out. He talked 
with shipowners, captains and sail- 
ors. Ho saw ships sent to sea with 
leaky bottoms, rotten spars and 
wornout rigging, with rusty boilers 
and rattletrap engines. He saw thom 
loaded until even in the still waters 
of tlie harbor their upper decks were 
down to the wc.ter's edge, and this 
overloading seemed to be the worst 
and most frequent fault. 


Then he went back to parliament 
and introduced a bill to put a mark 
on the sides of ships to show how 
deeply they could with safety bo 
loaded. The mark suggested w^as a 
circle with a horizonta.- line through 
its center. When this horizontal line 
was down to the watcjr's edge, no 
more freight was to ho put into a 
vessel. She was to be considered 
loaded. Immediately Mr. Plimsoll 
brought down upon uiinself 
the 
wrath of shipowners, vvliiie.'every- 
body else laughed at his cranky idea, 
but ho wrs not going to be downed. 
He published a book telling all he 
had learned about the criminal over- 
loading of vessels and their wretch- 
ed condition when sent to seal 


At last he got a vague sort of an 
act passed, giving the board of trade 
power to survey ships going to sea 
and to stop those which seemed to 
be unseaworthy. ' This was in 1873, 
and during tho first nine months of 
the act 286 vessels were surveyed 
and 256 of them found unseaworthj'. 
At least one in every ten was found 
to ho so dangerously overloaded as 
to bo in almost a sinking condition 
before leaving the dock. Of course 
this opened the eyes of the board of 
trade and of parliament, and Plim- 
soll's mark became an established 
feature on British seagoing ' ships, 
but its establishment was fought 
against by shipowners inch by inch. 
It was nicknamed the "pancake" 
and ridiculed and treated with con- 
tempt in everyway. Some shipown- 
ers put the mark on their smoke- 
stacks in defiance and 
derision. 
Plimsoll held to his idea, however, 
even getting himself suspended from 
the house of commons one day for 
being too blunt and violent in his 
plain talk upon the subject. There- 
suit was the merchant shipping act 
of 1876, making the Plimsoll mark 
compulsory on all British seagoing 
vessels and requiring its position to 
be fixed, not by the shipowners, but; 
by the board of trade.—Lieutenant 
John M. Ellicott, U. S. N., in St. 
Nicholas.

How au<l Where the Popular Sport Origi- 
nated. 


Notwithstanding 
that 
the 
word 
"golf" IS of Dutch origin, being deriv- 
ed from.kolf, there can be no doubt that 
tlie national game of Scotland iiad its 
origin in Scotland. 
It is supposed to 
have been known there at a very early 
period indeed. 
Plowever, 
tho e;U-licst 
importtiut mention is in 1457, uiid this 
iu itself is tm argument in fav,()r of the 
antiquiiy of the game (iu SeothuKJ), for 
it is in a decree or aet of th.e Scottish 
parliament, which ordains that "golfe 
he utterly cryit down and nocht usit," 
and that archery was to be practiced in- 
Hteiftl. This does not appear to have had 
the de.sired eftect, aud in 1471 another 
.-similar act was pa.s.sed. 
Neither was 
any attention paid to the latter edict, 
aud thi,s led, iu 1491, to a final and evi- 
dently angry fnlminatlon on the gener- 
al subject, with pains and penalties an- 
nexed. 
This act forbids the practice of 
"fute ball, golfe and uther sik unprofit- 
abill games," and orders that archery 
be pursued instead, "uuder tho paine of 
fourtie shillinges. " 
About a century 
later tho game appears on tho .surface of 
history again, and always as a favorite 
one. 
Golf has from old times been 
known in Scotland as "the royal aud 
ancient game of golf." 
There was am- 
ple reason for this title, if merely on ac- 
count of the number of royal goifcu's or 
followers of the game. James IV, James 
'Vand James VI of Scotland (afterward 
James I of Enghind) played. 
Charles 
I aud Princo Henry, his brother, also 
played. 
So did James, duke of York, 
and in modern times 
the Prince of 
Wales aud Princo Leopold have at vari- 
ous periods been captains of tho Golf 
club. 


H o w to Slake Ginger Piidtling:.

ed has gone to heaven. 
The Romans 
(in the republican era) aud Bokharans 
wore deep blue for mourning. 
White, 
emblem of "whitehanded hope," is the 
inourning color of the Chinese. 
Henry 
VIII wore white for Anne jPoleyn. The 
ladies of ancient Sparta and Rome used 
this color also for inourniug. 
Up to 
1498 tho Spanish did the same. 
In 
England now it is the custom to wear 
white silk hatbands, scarfs, etc. „for the 
young aud unmarried. 
Yellow, "the 
sear and yellow leaf, " is worn by the 
Egyptians and Burmese, 
The widows' 
caps of Brittany are yellow also. 
Yel- 
low is worn in token of exaltation. The 
color of mourninii for kings aud cardi- 
nals in Franco iS purple and violet to 
express royalty—-"kings and priests to 
God. " The mourning color of Turkey is 
violet. 
The black England and Amer- 
ica wear is emblematic of tho privation 
of light and joy aud the gloom of sor- 
row tor the loss sustained.

How to Preserve Old Manuscripts.

Sheets of imported white silk of 
the most delicate fabric, large enough to 
give an ample margin or border to sur- 
rouud tho document to be preserved, are 
then placed on each side of the recorfl 
aud pressed. 
Tiie pressure causes tho 
silk to adhere closely to tho document, 
which is then treated to a coating of 
paraifin for the puriDOse of bringing out 
and making more legible the writing 
thereon. 
This process seals tho docu- 
ment permanently from any danger of 
di.sintegration or fading of the ink, and 
also is a protection against insects or 
mice, which might prey upon the an- 
cient records.

PoBtofflce 
Plunderers. 


Some very curious cases have been 
decided by the law department of the 
postofRce department reiating to re- 
wards for the capture of robbers of 
postoffices. 
Judge Thomaa has 
just 
rendered a decision against a claimant 
at California, Mo., where a postoffice 
safe was robbed. In such cases the de- 
partment pays $200 each for the con- 
viction of the persons engaged in tho 
robbery. 
There were five persons in 
the affair, but the authorities had no 
clew to the men. 
It happened that the 
guilty pei-sons Avere in a saloon some 
time afterward, and one of the crowd 
got into a dispute with a farmer. 
A 
row ensued in which the farmer shot 
and killed the man. 
The other men 
ran and were captured by other per- 
sons, not because they were postofllce 
robbers, but because 
they were en- 
gaged in the row. 
It turned out on 
examination that the man killed was 
ihe ringleader and had th" bulk of the 
booty on his person. 
His death re- 
sulted in proving the complicity in the 
robbery of the four other men. 
Thè 
men who capttired the foi'.r have beeii 
allowed $800. The farmer made appli- 
cation for ?200, but it is said that, the 
reward being offered for the "arreet 
and conviction" of the robbers, he can- 
not be paid the amount. The dead rob- 
ber was neither arrested nor convicted 
of the offense. .Judge Thomas said that 
it wa.s rather hard, but under the law- 
he could do nothing- else. 
He recalled 
a case in Oklahoma, whei'e there had 
been a robbery and th)-er> 
notorious 
desperadoes were pursued, and, after a 
fierce encounter, one was killed, an- 
other mortally wounded and the other 
eaptui-ed. 
The dead robber was the 
leader and had nearly aM the Ktnlen 
property on his 
¡insnn. 
The others 
were tried 
and <onvietel 
and 
the 
woundeil man dici. 
Th- reward of 
.?400 waii paid for, tiie capture of the 
two, but. although the spe ial agent re- 
ported in favor of paying the reward 
foi- the dead robber, it w;i:s found noi

judgment 
which 
prompted him to la^v the wagers which 
he now regrets. Of course there are two 
sides to the situation, but you need not 
fear that the men who won will tell 
you all about it. 


Most 
presidential campaigns 
have 
been distinguished by some picturesque 
feature aside from the serious issues. 
The recent struggle was no exception. 
I t was marked by an epidemic of 
what 
may be called freak 
bets. 
In no cam- 
paign within the history of the country 
has betting ever taken such a ridiculous 
turn. 


It almost seems as if the whole gam« 
nt of whimsical conceits had been run 
in this campaign, and that nothing had 
been left for the next one. 
Men have 
bet everything, from a cold in the head 
to their teeth. 
And now comes the day 
of reckoning. 


A member of the fire department of 
Germantown, Pa., must take his 
full 
share of ignominy, for, according to an 
ante-election agreement, he must sit on 
a fire plug while 
a brother 
fireman 
throws four dozen eggs at him from a 
distance of AU feet. As there is nothing 
in 
the contract which calls for 
the 
"strictly fresh" article to be used, and 
as common economy prompts the win- 
ner of the bet tp get the other kind, the 
proceedings will 
be most enjoyable to 
spectators when viewed from a distance. 


A Philadelphia man who bet on Bry- 
an is preparing to walk from his home 
to Wilmington, a distance of 30 miles, 
on his hands, while the winner of the 
wager supports his feet in the air, walk- 
ing behind him 
and using the loser as 
lie would a wheelbarrow. 


About the worst plight that any Dem- 
ocrat has succeeded in getting himself 
into up to date is that of the one who 
did his betting in London. 
He must 
have every one of his teeth pulled out

Bev. A. .T. Ciinfield, who has attract- 
ed a good deal of attention and 
caused 
much 
comuient 
among 
his 
clerical 
brothers by the novel methods which he 
employs to advertise his church, is pas- 
tor of St. Paul's, one of the handsomest 
churches on Prairie 
avenue, Chicago, 
and his congregation comprises some of 
the wealthiest families in the city. 


Dr. Canfield has surprised all 
Chi- 
cago by the boldness of his innovation.^ 
in church work. 
Although there was 
seldom any difficulty in 
filling 
the 
big 
auditorium of the beautiful brownstone 
edifice that stands in the most fashion- 
able quarter of the city, he was not sat- 
isfied 
with 
the work he was 
doing. 
When he first took the pulpit, his audi- 
ences were composed of richly dressed 
men and women, who came in carriages 
and wore rustling 
silks 
and 
patent 
leathers. 
Dr. Canfield wanted to reach 
the people of the South Side. 
He an- 
nounced that the church was free for 
all, but the South Siders could not be- 
lieve it. The magnificence of the church 
and the neighborhood awed them. 


Dr. Canfield conferred with the elders 
of the church. He told them of his aims 
and a.sked them for advice. 
He urged 
the practical 
busines.« men who had 
made fortunes for themselves and 
had 
built up great- business houses to tell 
him what ought to be done to keep a 
great church from becoming an ecclesi- 
astical fossil. 
They hardly knew what 
advice to give him, they said. 


" W e l l , " .said Dr. Canfield, turning to 
one of his elders who had made a million 
out of axle grease, "how did you 
man- 
age to make your busine.ss a sucGe.ss?" 


" B y 
advertising, doctor; 
by adver- 
tising. 
I 
advertised 305 days in the 
y e a r . " 


" T h e n why can't we advertise 
our 
church and make a success of that too'?" 


" W e can. 
That's the very thing 
to 
d o , " responded the elders. 


This was what Dr. Canfield had 
in 
mind, and he proceeded to put his 
the- 
ory into practice. He did not do it in any 
half way manner either. He advertised 
bis church and his sermons just as if he 
had been advertising a department store 
or a new patent medicine. He had post-

era printed announcing the various at- 
tractions which were to be offered at St. 
Paul's, and he used the columns of 
the 
newspapers, not to print merely regular 
announcements in small type, but to an- 
nounce in big display lines his sermons 
and lectures. 
He had signs painted 
on 
the billboards. 
One of these is an espe- 
cially attractive one. 
It is a picture of 
the church, well drawn and arti.stically 
painted. 
On the side of the church, in 
letters 
of yellow, red and blue, is the 
notice that everybody is welcome at St. 
Paul's. 


The results of this liberal advertising 
have 
been prompt. 
There were 
large 
congregations at St. Paul's before, but 
now the church is crowded to the doors 
at every service, and it is a common 
occurrence for the ushers to hang out 
the sign "Standing room o n l y " half an 
hour before services begin. The wealthy 
parishoners 
are there, but they are lost 
in the 
crowd. 
Girls who wear 
la.st 
year's jackets and nature's gloves, men 
who wear ready made .suits and worueii 
who have left their babies with a neigh- 
bor swell the throng. 


Still, Dr. Canfield keeps on advertis- 
ing. 
He spreads his posters far and 
near, buys space on the suburban trains 
and acquires billboards in all eections 
of the city. 
He employed Dr. J . 
J . 
Lewis, a well known lecturer, to deliv- 
er popular lectures illustrated 
by tho 
stereopticon. 
He started a free kinder- 
garten in the basement of the church, 
which is attended by 100 children. 
He 
has organized a girls' sewing class of 
300, which meets Saturday afternoon in 
the chapel, and he has now on hand a 
project for building a big parish house 
in connection with the church, where 
there will be accommodations for the 
various classes, clubs and 
amusement 
circles, as well as room for the dispen- 
sary, gymnasium and other departments 
which he is organizing.

Mr. Allen was born in slavery ou a

years ago. During the war he ran away 
from his master and found protection 
inside the Union lines. 
General Butler 
picked him up and afterward made him 
steward on his famous yacht America. 
Later on Allen opened a restaurant in 
the west end of the city. 
He was suc- 
cessful in busine.ss and is said to be in 
comfortable circumstances. For a num- 
ber of years Allen has been an active 
figure in local politic.«. 
He has been a 
ward leader of no little influence and 
was an enthusiastic 
campaigner 
for 
General Ben Butler in his historic can- 
vass for the governorship. 


As a member of the governor's coun- 
cil Mr. Allen will 
be called upon 
to 
take no very active part in running the 
state government, 
the position 
being 
largely an honorary one, but he will be 
expected to be present at various 
im- 
pre.ssive and solemn functions of 
state 
and to attend the governor when recep- 
tions of a-semioiScial nature are given 
at the statehouse. 
The governor's coun- 
cil can suggest a policy in dealing with 
certain lines of legislation, and all ap- 
pointments made by the governor must 
first 
be approved by his council before 
they can be confirmed. 
Mr. Allen will 
frequently 
be called 
upon to appear 
in a clawhammer coat, but his 
duties 
will be light. E : s salary will be $750 a 
year, with all expenses paid, which will 
allow him to hire an extra cashier 
in 
his restaurant and devote 
considerable 
of his time to the interests of the com- 
monwealtth.

Recognizing that the thousands 
of persons who are afflicted as he is are 
isolated from 
the ordinary means of 
worship and religious instruction, 
he 
began, in the winter of 
1873, to spread 
the gospel 
by means of the sign lan- 
guage. 
Since then he has led a busy 
and a happy life and has held services 
in nearly every big city in the Union. 
He adopted the prayer book system of 
the Episcopal church 
as the one best 
adapted to the use of the deaf 
mutes. 
He was regularly ordained as a minister

Sheik ITl-Islani Is Greater Iu Some Ke- 
bpeets Than the Sultan. 


Alfhnngh the saltan of Turkey has made 
hlniscIC an ahsolute ni(inarc)iand rules his 
country wirli a roil cjl' iroji, there is one 
man ionoufi bis subjects wiiu, if he would, 
could depose him at a word. 
This man is 
the Sheik Ul-Islam, and he is at the head 
nf T,i!0 .Mohammedan (church. 
After the 
caliph, he Is tiie highest cleric in all the 
Ottoman empire, and 
the great power 
which ho holds is conferred upon him by 
the ancient Mohammedan law. 


But tlie Turkish law is as strange as the 
character of the Turk liiiu-self, and aa full 
of jnconsistenpie-s. 
Although 
the high 
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SHKIK UL-ISLAM. 
priest can depose the caliph, he In turn 
rnay be dismissed at will by the caliph, 
who appoints him. It is merely a question 
of who starts the deposing business first as 
to which comes out winner. 
So, you see, 
that, although he is mighty, he is a some- 
what muzzled Mussulman. 


But there is not much prospect of a con- 
flict of authority between the sultan and 
his high priest, for when Abdul Hamid 
created a head of the church he was care- 
ful to appoint a man whom he could de- 
pend upon to do his will and keep his fin- 
gers out of matters of state. Just now, in 
order to make matters doubly secure, the 
sultan is entertaining Sheik Ul-lslam at 
his palace. 
The latter has been the guest 
of Abdul Hamid for several weefes, and 
there have been rumors that he has been 
held a prisoner. 
These reports are prob- 
ably unfounded, for, had the sultan cause 
to suspect tho sheik of any desire to exer- 
cise his great power, he would have no hesi- 
tation about dismissing him and appoint- 
ing a successor in whom he had more faith. 
Then, too, it. is probable that should the 
sheik depose Abdul Hamid he would lose 
his own job, for Abdul's successor would 
naturally want a high priest who was not 
so particular. 
It is more than likely that 
the sheik is invited to stay at the Yildiz 
palace in order that he may be kept away 
from the enemies of tho sultan, who might 
corrupt his faithfulness. 


The present sheik, whose name Is Dje- 
mal-ud-Diu, has held the post for five 
years. He succeeded Hkairoul-lah-Etfendi, 
who consentd to the déposai of the unfor- 
tunate Abdul Aziz, and who was prompt- 
ly dismissed when Abdul Hamid took the 
throne.

U N I V E R S I T Y . 


An American School In t?je Center of Ce- 
lestial Learning. 


An American university has been estab- 
li.shed in China right in the imperial city 
of Peking, which from the time of Confu- 
cius ha.s been the center of Celestial learn- 
ing. 
It is not only tolerated there, but ia 
favored to a certain extent by the Chinese 
government, for numbered among its stu-

dents are youths representing almost every 
grade and class of Chinese society, from 
the highest to the lowe.st. 
Even students 
who are very near the imperial family are 
attending this university in preference to 
the national Institutions of learning, which 
for centuries the Chinese held to be supe- 
rior to any others on enrth. 


The Peking university was founded and 
is managed by Americans. 
It was incor- 
porated in New York about six years ago, 
and its local affairs aredirected bya board 
of managers, most of whom reside In Pe- 
Jiing. 
The president is H. H. Lowry, D. 
D., superintendent of the Methodist Epis- 
copal mission at Peking. 
Tho chancellor 
of the university is Bishop C. C. McQuade, 
and he has as assistants 14 American 
teachers, as well as a number of native in- 
structors and professors, some of whom 
are graduates of the university. 


The following departments are 
com- 
prised in the institution: College of liberal 
arts, Wiley college of theology, college of 
medicine, preparatory school, with inter- 
mediate and primary departments, and the 
industrial school. 
Each student complet- 
ing one of the prescribed courses in the 
college of liberal arts receives the degree 
of bachelor of arts, and the degree of doc- 
tor of medicine is given those who are 
graduated from the medical college. 
Al- 
though a Christian atmosphere prevails 
about the university, the greatest latitude 
for religious belief is allowed, and the 
teachings are wholly nonsectarian. 
Near- 
ly all Chinese officials are required to per- 
form idolatrous worship, but graduates of 
the Peking university may enter the Chi- 
nese customs service or the medical staff 
of Li Hung Chang's array, where they are 
exempt from idol worship. 


The university is housed in a goodly col- 
lection of buildings, the largest of which is 
Durbin hall, which was erected two years 
ago. , It is a two story brick structure, 
with a frontage of 205 feet. 
Three build- 
ings which were formerly Buddhist tem- 
ples and several smaller structures sur- 
round the campus and furnish accommo- 
dations for more than 200 students. 
Sub- 
scriptions collected in America, mainly by 
the Methodist church, and contributions 
from Christian residents of China meet 
the running expenses of the university.

The 
style of architecture is to bo of the Corin- 
thian classic, but is more generally known 
as tho colonial. 
It will be a big, ample 
house, with spacious piazzas 
extending 
across tho full 70 feet of the front and 
around two Eides. 
There will be a row of 
Corinthian 
columns across tho facade, 
lending a stately and imposing appear- 
ance. 
The floor of the porch behind tho 
columns will be of marble tile, and a 
great door of redwood and leaded glass 
will give the proper finish. 


If tho pure white exterior is impressive, 
tho interior will be more so. 
Passing 
through tho big door, the visitor will fiud 
himself in a vestibule which leads to a 
spacious entrance hall, at the farther end 
of whicli is an arch supported by a double 
row of Ionic columns. 
Beyond the arch- 
way will be the rotunda, extending the 
full height of the house and ending in a 
dome of delicately tinted glass. 
The floor 
of tho entrance hall is to be of mosaic tile, 
with a border of plain Grecian design. 
Tlio wainscoting, of jiolished marble, will 
form pedestals for eight Ionic pilasters, 
which serve to support a decorative frieze 
oven with tho second floor. 


To the right of tho entrance hall will be 
found tiie librivry and to the left the draw- 
ing room.

MILITARY BALLOONS. 


I N T E R E S T I N G E X P E R I M E N T S B Y 
T H E 


ARMY A T F O R T 
LOGAN. 


Wliat Has Been AceomplisHed In France. 


Practical Ballooning: During the Civil 
War—Value of Aerial Reconnoiteriog;. 
Posaibllities of the Fatnre. 


Some very interesting work of an ex- 
perimental nature i.s just now being done 
at Fort Logan, Colo. 
It ia there that the 
United States government has located ita 
military balloon station, and experiments 
on a large soalo are being conducted in thô 
art of aerial warfare. 


It 1b novel -work for the array ofiSoials 
wliO 'are engaged in it, for Uncle Sam has 
neglected this bnmch of military tactlca 
for ¿ a n y years, but although the station 
has been established only a short time, it 
is said that-sufficient progress has been 
made to assure the goyernment that In case 
of- war within a y ear from now the army 
would be behind that of no civilized na- 
tion in aerial equiphièntand skill in man- 
aging it. 
- 


I t iâ fully recognized that the next war 
beween great bâtions will be one iu which 
militaiy baliôbnài'will play an important 
part. 
The science of aeronautics has ®bti 
yet advanced 'SO far that the air will be 
the chief battleground of the Immediate 
future, but sùflSfciéht strides have been 
made to make the balloon an almost in- 
dispensable àâjuiict to every army. 


Américans weretlihè first to demonstrate 
this fact to the world. 
In our war of the 
rebellion the Federal- government made 
use of balloons, and, although they were 
abandoned latér on, it was not because 
their ineflSciency haft been proved. 


In September, 1861, a d ^ i n g aeronaut 
made an ascent from the (Mnp of General 
McClellan, and after •rl.slng to the height 
of a mile and a half found himself directly 
over the Confederate lines. 
After making 
observations he threwout ballast, rose still 
higher, until he got fnto a current of air 
blowing in the d e s î i ^ 
dîreotion, ând 
alighted in safety within the Union lines. 
The information Vihich he was able to fiar- 
nish General McClellan was very valuable; 


European nations had watched the re- 
sult of the trial, however, with much in- 
terest, and from that day to thi.s, but more 
especially within the last few years, they 
have been actively engaged in making ex-

There is no aerial warship building at Fort 
Logan just' yet, but that may come látei 
A t present the sóMiéM there, ui^äer the 
command of Captain A. W. Glassford óf 
the signal corpia, are leayning how to h^nd^^ 
a military balloon, and they are also péi^- 
fecting a system of 
balloon 
signaliiig 
which will make, so It is said, the attempts 
of other nations in this line seem crudé. 


As an aid to the signal corps the ball.Qpn 
would be chiefly Valuable. 
It mak^s an 
ideal spy. Imagine a captive balloon sent 
up into the sky a mile or so and connoted 
with the earth by cables, telegraph ^nd 
electric light wiresi" From the basket the 
signal men would tíommand a view of the 
euemy's forces. • His hidden reserves, for- 
tifications and line'^bi encampment would 
be accurately described and even photo- 
graphed for the benefit of the commandliig 
general in his tent below. 
At night a 
powerful searchlight would keep track of 
the opposing foixjea, so that no sui^rlsM 
might be aitranged for 
under cover of 
darkness. 


But signaliñgjs tb'be the chief work of 
the military áeronáiits, for it may often be 
necessary to send Up free balloons. 
Just 
what method or- eystein will be employed 
in our army hatf not yet been revealed. 


At Fort iiogan some improved methods 
of equipment, iriaBipulation and transpor- 
tation have been developed. 
It Is no lon- 
ger necessary to generate the gas on the 
spot where the bHllOdti is to be inflated, for 
the 
hydrogen ' lé';icómpres.sed 
as 
much 
as a hundred abd" twentieth of its vol- 
ume and"carried to the required spot iu 
steel tube^."'" This is an improvement on 
the French methoff, by which the gas is 
made l)y a portablö generator which'looks 
something like a sbaiii fire engine, and is 
at best a b u l k y u n w i e l d y carriage to 
trail after án ai^my. 
Inventive AmeriflQU 
genius has aláo prdduced a balloon wag^m 
no heavier than light artillery, which wjll 
carry not only the til^g silk bag and passep- 
gercar, but has a drum on which can b« 
wound several miles of cable, with machin- 
ery for paying oó¿the same when the air 
monster is soaring above. 


The ultima^ object of the militftry bal- 
loonlsts now'at Fort Logan is to perfect» 
balloon which, in addition to its signal ap- 
paratus, .shali ciirry three or foiu" passen- 
gers,'explosive sheila and a machine gnu 
or two. 
This will demand a lifting capac- 
ity of about 5,500 pounds. 
If to thia id 
added in timo a .JUofcOr which will allow 
the machine to make SO miles an hour, 
then the long promised demon of the air 
will bo realizßdy and the horrors of war will 
he multiplied many fold. It is safe tp say 
th»t, now Uncle Sam has started oü't, he 
will have one of these aerial warships aa 
•oon as any one.

The failure of M.-iZzlnl's revolution in 
Lonibardy left Crispi in pri-on.

fell in lovo with liosalie :Montmasso;i. 
daughter of tho woman wiio washed for 
the jirisoners. 
When ho was released, in; 
marrietl lu r. In tho coming years llo.salie 
was tlio ideal wife, acronipanying her ex- 
iled ¡lushand all over the continent, ."ïliar- 
iug his st;-uggle with poverty, and cheer- 
ing iiim in his disappointment. 


When Crispi was allowed to return to 
It<-dy anil began treading the way to ]iosver 
ar.dwcaltli. Kosalie'.s head became turned. 
She threw jyoney right and loft in lier ef- 
forts to iilay the part of a grand lady. She 
spent moro than C'rlspi could earn iind 
barrow and soon had him deep in debt. 
Kventiially ho was driven t o a i-hoice lie- 
tween .sending ¿nvay Ko.salie and deserting 
her, us she not only squandered hi.s money 
and ruined his liome, but ahso dcvchipod 
phenomenal jealousy, 
which 
repeatedly 
led to violent scenes in puliHc. Iloasstirod 
her il largo income and sent her to thu 
country.

because he was the son of a man wli-.: . 
wielded immense power in tiie affairs ol 
Italy and Europe. At any rate he ^njoyeti 
her confidcnco moro fully than any oi:e ; 
elsa,, and. wlien the pressing need of ino'-e 
funds caused; the countess, to tJiink about 
selling sonic q1 her daintiest je..\cels she 
tnld young Crj-spi about it. 
He. said that 
he beljeved the valuable trinkets.,could be 
disp.o.sod of toadv.-intage to the ne.wly mar- 
ried Ihi ko of Aost^ and agreed to see the 
duke about,i t..

(Mexican Letter.) 


HE hat IS the main 
strength of the true 
Mexican. ilude. Up^ 
..on t h e ^ 
gorgeous 
sombreros the Mex- 
ican gentleman 
of 
fas.hiou .frequently 
spends fifty, dollars 
or even a hundred 
dollars... And these 
splendid masses of 
gold 
braid, 
and 


pearh 
surmount the aver- 


age masculine head -with the same ar- 
tistic value as. would a^small to'sver of 
small tower of bricks. 
In the 
first 
place-, the true Mexican 
•wears 
his 
troueers very- tight in the leg, and as 
his legs are always small and."wiry, lie 
produces the effect of instability^ When 
you-see him crowned by one of those 
great peaked sombreros, you think he 
is likely tQ. fall down upon slight oc- 
casion. 


The saane. gentleman 
may run to 
spurs a good deal. 
There are for sale 
in the shops in, the. City of Mexico sil- 
ver spurs., that 
\veigU a couple 
of 
pounds each—immense things that look 
more like rhinpceroa thaps than spure 
to urge on. a horse. ; He may/too, when 
he rides in the country, have ,a pair 
of elegantly decorated pistol holsters 
at his pommel. 
A double row o£ lit- 
tle silver buttons extend down each leg 
of his tight trousers, and it is more 
than probable-that.his little jacket will 
be emliroidered like mad. 
After -all 
this, .'he . will be seated upon a saddle 
that the sultan of a thousand Turlceys 
would never dare use for a foot stool. 
Mount eel then upon a chargei-. that pro- 
ceeds at mincing, restrained gait- down 
the avenue crowded, with . fashionable 
f:arriages, he with his full chin, black 
mustache and vaguely sinister eye, is 
the true type of the Mexican caballero.

The simjile truth is there is in tens of 
thousands about us an inviolate con- 
scientiousness, a tlecklcss desire for 
purity, an iinscliish interest in others' 
welfare. 
Tiie surrogate of one of our 
largest cotinfie;-. tvhose ofiice lirings 
him in contact with those intei-ested in 
b(>(|uesis and 
inheritances--regarding 
which we -sN'ould cx|iect to find the bit- 
terest contention—has 
expressed 
his 
amazement at the general 
sense 
of 
justice and kindness 
displayed, 
and 
could tell of many instances of self-de- 
nying love among relatives where for- 
tunes have been gracefully declined in 
view of others' need.s. 
He says, what- 
ever may be the ortlinary lawyer's ex- 
perience, his exppri"nce as surrogate 
has immensely raised his confidence in 
native manltood. 


One of the finest characters in this 
respect was Barnabas, who was so good 
himself th;it he never lost confidence 
in human nature. 
He lived in times 
when the moral stock of humanity had 
faHen most below par. 
Such was the 
KU])ei'ficiality and 
deceit 
everywhere 
practiced in his day that Roman history 
was best written in satire; and in no 
place was the social rot more epidemic 
than in fyjirus, where he liverl. Btit he 
was a siiu-ere rhristian, a converted 
ew, and iiuew in his own experience 
of the pov.er of Christ iu stimulating 
every moi'al perm in the soul, and im- 
l-lantir!g new germ;- of .spiritual noble- 
ness. 
"When Saul i f Tarsus wa.s con- 
verted the' Chrisrian di.seiples did not 
fully credit the rep.ort of it. It seemed 
to them that the old bigotry and cruelty 
cotild not have been exorcised f r o m Saui's 
heart. 
Though he preached 
strongly 
in Damascus at thft risk Of lii.s life, yet 
the brethren 
in Jerusalem "were all 
afraid of him, and believed not that he 
was a disciple." 
Ibit the great liearted 
Barnabas took Paul and brought him 
to the disciples, giving him his confi- 
dencé until it should be abused. 
After- 
ward, when, because of his own com- 
manding qualities, l.larnaba.s was sent 
to found the church in Antioch, and he 
realized the greatness of the work be- 
fore him. he sought out I his san:e half- 
suspected man a.s he was laboring in a 
distant licafhen city, and, bringing him 
to Antioch, placed him.in charge of the 
mission, suiting himself 
with a sub- 
ordinate position. 


How often w e hear the remark'from 
older Christians regarding the conver- 
sion of some others: 
He 
was 
very 
wild; we must watch h i m ; " "She used 
to be very vain and fashionable, will not 
be very helpful;" "He Was a niggardly 
man, the church will not get much from 
lijis purse," etc. 
How this depresses 
the new-sprung energies of young con- 
verts! 
Let us learn to credit the work 
of grace if we do not credit human na- 
ture. 
ConsideiV too', 
how 
diifi'rently 
Cod treats us! 
When He forgive.s. He 
forgiven unto for'getfulness of all the 
past, except that He may bear with our 
weakness and awkwardness in the new 
wity, 
rough nian came into a Water 
street 
jnayer 
meel'mg. 
The 
leader 
-spoke 
of 
trusting 
Cod; 
but 
the. 
man .got his words w rong, .nnd thought 
he said that (iod was trusting us. 
The 
thought, however, was divinely sent. 
Xobody had ever trusted him. f o r ' h e 
was a .social waif, having seen the inside 
of jail, more than once. But the words 
r a n g in his ears: 
"Mike, the Lord's a 
trustin' of ye." 
It gave him heart, and 
he determined to try to be w o r t h y of 
the confidence. Hp said itftermárd that 
the "belief that the good Lord was'not 
going back on liim. though everybody 
else did," started the first noble Chri.s- 
tian purpose, and he thoubht he should 
be strengthened by that feelin.g unto 
tlie last. This man has made it the rule 
to show confidence to others, and act- 
ing upon this principle has drawn many 
wretched lives out of the very maw of 
perdition, who were being sunk deepei 
in despair by the critical hauteur of bet- 
ter ];eop!e.—Christian Work.

iliiteby deprived of the chief relaxation of 
tdv feUow countrymen. 
. vie. Deibler .would no doubt be the un- 
ta|>|>iest as well as the loneliest and most 
vSkpt^ular man in France if he were not

titm. -He is thoroughly conscious of hit 
o«m ^titude, of the propriety of his oc- 
cupation and of the injustice of the preju- 
dj[9f.«galnBt him.

fletow prejudice against M. Deibler thar 
there is against any American or English 
executioner. 
This is partly due to th( 
fiot'ihitt he is credited with having "tht 
etiley^," which brings death or disastei 
to whomsoever it lights upon. 


'The respectable M. Deibler lives at J 
BUM "Vicq-d'Azyr, between the Boulevard 
de la -Vlllette and the Rue St. Maur. 
hair:-«n hour's walk from the famous pris- 
on df' La Boquette, where all the behead- 
ings in -Paris take place. 
It is a pooi 
•tiwt, and the house is a modest one. 


He ifl about 60 years of age, stoutlj 
baUt and of medium height. 
His hair ig 
ijj^y, and he wears a chin beard. Respect- 
li^lity. speaks from every part of his per- 
•pjj. 
His wife is a typical thrifty French- 
Wi^mai^ of the lower middle class. 
Witli 
tilim Uvea his mother, who is over 80. He 
¿aj^ind son and an affectionate husband. 
>; Whan.M,. Deibler officiates at an execu- 
tion, he wears a black suit, including a 
l^ook ooat and a silk hat. His predecessoi 
wore 
sort of uniform, but the black suit 
appears to M. Deibler the most appropri-

ate attire for a respectable functionary. It 
ió'related that at his second execution, 
wliéQ lie was stiil suffering somewhat 
ii'Oip the nervousness incidental to inex- 
pe^iencé in such an office, he dropped hia 
Biík'ha,t into tlie basket immediately after 
the-decapitated head of the criminal had 
fallen there. 


Another curious incident of which M. 
Deibler does not boast occurred recently in 
Corsica. 
He was ordered there to execute 
« •nptorious brigand. As everybody knows, 
tiie vendetta is the chief industry of Cor- 
BiCtt, and. human life is of very small ac- 
cónnt ^era. 
The brigand, moreover, tu»- 
io5'ed grcjat. popularity. 
Consideration of 
these facts caused M. Dei bier to be extreme- 
ly nervous, and on his way to the guillo- 
tine. hj¿ legs shook beneath him so that he 
was tn danger of falling. The condemned 
man kindly went to the assistance of JVI. 
Deibler, the priest also lending a hand. It 
is probable that the Corsicans did not 
deign to declare a vendetta against so uni- 
versally despised a man as M. Deibler. 


After the several executions of the an- 
archists Ravachol, Vaiilant and Newry, 
M. Deibler received great numbers of 
threatening letters, and his life was really 
in danger. 
Two policemen were specially 
detailed to protect him. 


M. Deibler keeps in his house the blade 
which forms an essential part of the guil- 
lotine: It is sharp as a razor, perfectly pol- 
iRhed, and the back is tremendously heavy. 
The'edge is an oblique line. This shape is 
said to have been suggested by Louis XVI, 
who. was afterward to die by the instm- 
uient he had improved. 


In Paris the guillotine is erected on five 
st»nés outside the central door of La Ro> 
quette prison.

A W O M A N 
BANDIT. 


The Straiige <'areer ol" llcrtie l^'ipp. Who 
Koci'ntly C.'oininittcd Suicide. 


Of all the men and women who have led 
lives of crime, reformed and become evan- 
gelists none could tell sucii seemingly im- 
probable and interesting tales as Bertie 
Tripp, a girl of 3-5, who committed suicide 
the other day at Butte, :Mon. 


Her real name was Helen Forrest. 
She 
was the da I iti J iter of a fiirmor living neai 
Spokane. i~=ix years ago she ran away vvitt 
a highwayman and married him. Togeth-

er they robbed, shot and plundered until 
her partner in crime wtis captured convict- 
ed and sent to tlie Montana penitentiary for 
40 years, wliere he is now serving his sen- 
tence. The girl, on account of her sex, was 
chivalrou.sly acquitted by the jury. 


For three years the police of the nortli- 
west had a description of her, but an she 
often assumed male attire and passed un- 
der the name of Charlie Miller she escaped 
detection. 
By wearing skirts she could 
gather valuable information and thus aid 
her partner in eluding the officers. It was 
not until her arrest, in Montana that tlie 
police knew her sex. They knew they had 
captured the notorious Cliarlie Miller, but 
did not suspect that she was a woman. 
While in jail she wrote to her partner. The 
letter was intercepted, and lie was cap- 
tured. 
To save her he disclosed her sex, 
took all tlie blame on himself and was sen- 
tenced to 40 yeiirs' imprisonment. 


Two years ago she reformed, went to 
Portland, Or., and joined tlie Salvation 
Army. She marched with the Army, .sang 
psalms and told the people how wicked slie 
had been, .saying that if there was hope 
for her thero was hope for tlie majority ot 
mankind, who liad not sinned so deeply. 
A few weeks ago she drifted back to Mon- 
tana, and, l)cing near the place of her hus- 
band's confinement, she grew despondent 
and ended her life by taking a dose of 
poison. 


She was a strong, athletic woman, a 
good rider, a crack shot with pistol or 
rifle. Several murders were traced to her, 
but no attempt was ever made to legallj' 
connect her witli them. 
A few yeais ago 
she was in a saloon row in Idaho and shot 
a man. He recovered, and the people gave 
the incident but passing notice. 


At that time her sex was unknown, and 
she was bartender in a saloon. 
Three 
years ago she was involved in another 
shooting affair with a gambler. 
Neitlier 
was wounded. 


In Helena Bertie Tripp and her hus- 
band committed the robberies for wliich 
she was tuTested. 
He escaped, but was 
located through a letter written to liim 
by his wile, who was in jail. 
The letter 
was given t-jj^i trusty, who gave it to the 
jailer. 
TheTmsband's whereabouts licing 
thus ascertiiined, he was arrested. 
He re-

Everydiiy garments should be disin- 
fected, 
Bixshiug is not sufficient, as it 
does not remove the unpleasant odors 
that come from long usage. Some wom- 
en sprinkle their waists and 
dresses 
with scent and use sachet powder.s to 
perfume their bonnets and wraps. All 
this would be admirable were it avail- 
ing. Scent needs to be overpowering to 
conceal the unfragrant emanations from 
an old garment. 
Then the bouquet is 
fulsome and vulgar. 


Better than scent bags or potpourri is 
a clothespole and 
an open window. 
Turn the garments wrong side out, and 
let the air and sunshine disinfect and 
deodorize them. 
All night 
airing is 
good, but a day of blowing %vinds and 
purifying sunlight is better. 
When a 
bonnet lining or a set of dress shields 
becomes perceptible, it should be re- 
moved. Cloth garments can be sponged 
and pressed clean.

Camphor is another common disinfect- 
ant and not half appreciated. 
If alter 
brushing the only coat or gown it i?.

Garments and belongings tliat 
smell of nothing arc the cleanost and 
most agreeable. 
Tiiere is always a sus- 
picion of bad health, bad saniriitiou or 
bad habits whore there is mucli perfum- 
ing. 
If a sccut is desired to neutralize 
what is known as shop smul.s, emanat- 
ing from the laundry, fact^jij, packing 
room, etc., orris, muscadine, bergamot 
or a bit of sandal wood is preferable to 
the sickly sweetness of manufactured 
perfume.«. 
Deodorized alcohol, witli a 
teaspoonl'nl of scent to a pint, used as a 
spray, will leave the clothing redolent 
of neatness.

The flooring is 
more etfectivo than any c.irpet or rug 
and can be readily kept in a high state 
of polish. 


The wood carpet differs from the mo- 
saic in that it consists of narrow strips 
of hard wood glued to strong cloth in 
such a manner that it can be rolled up. 
It is very durable and looks qtiite as 
W( 11 as a solid hard wood floor, and also 
possesse.-3 the advantage that it can be 
rolled up and carried away when mov- 
ing is contemplated. 


Parquetry is of two kinds, solid and 
veneered. The farmer is made of .'^epa- 
ratepiecesof thick wood joined by tongue 
and groove, the latter of tliin strip-^ 
or blocks of wood glued on a paneled 
backing of h.ird wood. From this it will 
bo .seen that all fancy wood floors need 
a foundation floor of cheaper wood, and 
that this ncce.ssarily mukes their use 
slightly expensive, although in the long 
run they more than repay one for the 
original expense. 
To begin witli, they 
are handsome enough to require little i^ 
any covering in the way of rugs, then 
the two floorings deadei; sound to a 
great degree, and, lastly, they are so ex- 
quisitely clean and artistic in appear- 
ance that one cannot help but he con- 
verted to their use. 


A complete flooring is illustrated, as 
are some borders, by The Standard De- 
signer, from which the information here 
given is derived. 
It consists of a com- 
bination of oak and mahogany, with a 
border of oak, mahogany and maple.
